Nazi spokesmen gave no hint 
what the new tasks of Hitler's

President Issues

sion in the U. S. army air corps 
reserve. 


In his letter, the flier referred 
to remarks made by Mr. Roose- 
velt as a press conference laut 
Friday in which 
the 
president 


classed Col. Lindbergh 
with ap- 
peasers who urged peace during 
the Revolutionary and Civil wars 
on the grounds that those con- 
flicts could not be won. 


Col. Lindbergh said the remarks 


hid "disturbed me greatly," 'and 
that he had "hoped that I might 
exercise my right as an American 
citizen to place my viewpoint be- 
fore the people of my country in 
time of peace without giving up 
the privilege of serving my coun- 
try as an air corps officer In the 
event of war." 


In a speech in New York lant 
Wednesday night, Col. Lindbergh 
said that "the United States can 
not win this war for England, re- 
gardless of how much assistance 
we extend." 
He has 
repeatedly 
asserted that Germany was almost 
certain to win and has criticized 
American foreign policy. 


Col. 
Lindbergh's letter to the 


president said Mr. Roosevelt had 
"clearly implied that I am no lon- 
ger of use to this country as a

WASHINGTON. April 28.— (/!>)— 
Winston Churchill's high appraisal 
of the role of the United States 
navy's extended offshore patro| in 
the 'battle of the Atlantic1' aroused 
keen interest today on Capitol Hill. 
Ever since President Roosevelt 
disclosed on Friday that naval ves- 
sels were operating great distances 
at soa in the interests of hemis- 
phere defense,

Mr. Roosevelt carefully avoided

Australian Army Minister Percy 
G. Spender said the withdrawal of 
British Imperial forces by sea was 
under way, and declared: 
"As far as this has proceeded, It 
has been successful." 
Berlin reports said Nazi stuka 
dive-bombers were blasting at Brit- 
ish troop concentrations and speed- 
ing the last of the BEF contingent 
toward a new Dunkerque, 
Hitler's high command said the 
luftwaffe violently strafed British 
and Greek columns In the Argos- 
Trlpolis area, in the heart of the 
Pelopponesus. 
This would indicate that the al- 
lies so far had fallen back halfway 
.across the Pelopponeaus, apparent- 
ly fighting stiff rearguard actions

Athens 14th Capita! to Fall. 


Occupied Sunday, Athens 
was 
the fourteenth European 
capital 
brought under German domination, 
by diplomacy or blitzkrieg fury, 
since the Australian Anschluss in 
March, 1938. 


Approximately 1,000,000 square 
miles—an area greater than all of 
the United States east of the Miss- 
issippi—with more than 170,000,000 
population have fallen to the Reich. 


As the twenty-three-day old bat- 
tle of the Balkans entered its final 
hour, Premier Mussolini's high com- 
mand announced 
that 
Italian 
Blackshirt troops had occupied the 
island of Corfu, off the Greek west 
coast, which guards the entrance 
to the Adriatic Sea. 
Heralded by martial music over 
German radios, the Nazi high com- 
mand's report on the fall of Athena 
said briefly: 


"Troops of the 
German 
army 
fighting In Greece in pursuit of 
the enemy. ..Arrived in Athens at 
9:25 a. m. (Sunday)," 


Taken Without Fight. 
Nazi press reports said the city 
was taken without a fight—with no 
bomb or shell-fire destruction. The 
London radio said the last mes- 
sage broadcast by the Athens radio 
stated the capital was being bomb- 
ed and the streets machine-gunned 
by German troops.
